SCHOOL REPORT 


The opening of Flanders Bay Community High 
School in Hast Sullivan next September offers both a 
problem and an opportunity for the Town of Steuben. 


It is a problem, financially speaking, since pupils 
from Steuben may enroll in the Area High School, 
even though you have a high school, providing they 
take courses not offered at home. This expense, along 
with the tuition of pupils to Cherryfield Academy, 
could become a real burden when added to the cost of 
maintaining your own school. Of course, the matter of 
conveyance is involved and pupils otherwise interested 
might have to stay at home. However, individual ef- 
fort could produce the necessary travel and there is al- 
ways the possibility that the neighboring school dis- 
trict might extend its own bus route, at least to the 
center of Steuben village, in order to pick up additional 
pupils. 

EKducationally speaking, this new Community High 
School will offer opportunities for your sons and 
daughters undreamed of even a few years ago. In the 
beginning the new school will enroll about 170 pupils, 
not counting any from Steuben. It will have a faculty 
of seven teachers and a principal. 


Hach boy and girl will have the choice of 4 State 
approved courses, namely, College, Commercial, Indus- 
trial Arts (shop) and Heme Economies. Band instruc- 
tion will be offered and two major sports, basketball 
and baseball. A guidance program will be instituted 
which will include individual counselling and testing 
for intelligence, aptitude and achievement. There will 
be a 1-2 year course for all Freshmen in School Orien- 
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tation. Here they will learn about the subjects of- 
fered, what the school expects of them, the method of 
ranking and other phases of a well ordered school. 


A daily program is being prepared which will per- 
mit full participation by all pupils in the extra-curri- 
cular program within the school day. That is, all band 
practice, play rehearsals, club meetings, basketball and 
baseball practice will be scheduled before the busses 
leave for home at the close of the afternoon session. 
This may mean a school day from 8:30 in the morning 
to 3:30 in the afternoon. 


Included in the Community High School program 
will be a hot noon lunch offered to each pupil at actual 
cost, perhaps 25c per meal. The cafeteria facilities in- 
clude a fully equipped kitchen and a separate dining 
room located next to the gymnasium corridor. Meals 
will be prepared by a cook and one helper. Surplus 
geovernment foods will help reduce operating costs. 


The per pupil cost for the new Flanders Bay Com- 
munity High School will approximate that of any simi- 
liar school of the same size, allowing of course for some 
extra first year expenses which naturally arise from 
a new school, especially for supplies and equipment. 
However, in any event, the cost per pupil for tuition 
will not exceed the state average, regardless of the 
operating budget of this particular school. 


If and when it becomes expedient for you to close 
your high school in favor of the extra offerings of a 
bigger consolidated school, keep in mind the added ad- 
vantages of an improved grade school program. The 
present high school building would make an excellent 
grammar school, grades 5, 6; 7, 8 with two grades to a 
teacher. The other school building would serve your 
purpose for a primary school, grades 1, 2; 3, 4 with two 
erades to a teacher. 
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Yes, this new school plan may cost more money, 
but it will also pay better dividends on your investment 
in tax dollars. Keep in mind, too, that under the new 
state subsidy law the State will pay 55 per cent of all 
vour school expenses, including supervision.

Cash: 

The records of the Treasurer were examined and 
all funds properly accounted for. The check book bal- 
ance was reconciled with the bank statement as of Jan- 
uary 31, 1952 and found to be in agreement. Cash on 
hand was verified by physical count. 


Accounts Receiwable: 


These receivables consist of amounts due from 
the State for snow removal, pauper accounts of other 
Towns and other items, as detailed on Schedule A-1. 


Taxes Recewable: 

The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
and the warrant of commitment was in anaes ee with 
the Assessors’ records. 

The commitment was accounted for by eash collec- 
tions of $25,997.74 abatements $427.83 and uncollected 
1951 taxes amounting to $1, 838.60. There are no wn- 
collected taxes for prior years. 


Tax Lrens: 

The tax liens on file with the Treasurer were exa- 
mined and found to be recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds at Machias, Maine. Al] transactions were check- 
ed and found to have been properly recorded. The bal- 
ance of 1949 liens were transferred to the Tax Acquir- 
ed Property Account. 


Tax Acqured Property: 


This account represents property acquired by the 
Town by the expiration of tax liens.

Surplus (Deficit) : 

At the close of the municipal year the Town had 
a deficit of $1,400.70 as compared with $463.92 of the 
previous year. The increase was caused by borrowing 
to finance the Unionville Bridge.
